City jockeys for start 
in public power derby

(Editor’s note: This is the first of a series of arUcles 
culminating a six month study of the costs the city of 
Lompoc pays for electricity for its ratepayer owned 
utility system. The series will also outline the legal 
campaign by this and other cities of the Northern 
California Power Agency to sever their ties with 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. and embark upon a 
program of new power plant construction.) 
Lompoc is entering the public power derby. 
Set against the backdrop of a fickle economy and 
volatile construction costs, the race is a statewide 
dash for new electric power generation projects. But 
instead of being wholly controlled by private utility 
firms, the new power plants will be owned or co-owned 
by the tax and rate payers of certain cities and other 
public agencies. 
Lompoc is bidding to be one of these cities. For it, as 
for the others, the prize will be keeping the home 
lamps inexpensively burning and factory motors 
economically humming through the gloom of an 
energy hungry future. 
If this city’s leaders have their way, Valley citizens 
in 1985 will be part owners of a chain of nuclear and 
geothermal steam power plants flung across the state. 
According to their time table, Lompoc by 1989 will 
have all but declared its independence from Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. (PG&E), the city’s traditional 
wholesale power supplier. The city, they envision, will 
then be paying a little over half as much for wholesale 
electricity as they predict PG&E will then be charg­ 
ing. 
Going into public generation, say city leaders, will 
allow I^mpoc to hang on to its lucrative city electrical 
system, which is now under the anticompetitive pres­ 
sures of unequal rates, they say. 'The system has chip­ 
ped in half a million dollars into the city treasury in 
each of the last five years. 
Home generation, they predict, will also keep city 
retail electricity rates competitive with or lower than 
retail rates PG&E will be charging individual 
customers in neighboring areas. This, they say, will 
not be true if the city continues to depend entirely on 
PG&E for all of its wholesale power. 
PG&E, for its part, denies that electricity rates can 
reliably be predicted for very long into the future and 
reminds that public generation projects will be heir to 
the same exorbitant labor, construction, legal and en­ 
vironmental costs that are dogging the private utility 
industry. 
The cost of the enterprise will soar into the hundreds 


of millions of dollars, though Lompoc will not be asked 
to invest this much. And there will be risks. But after 
all the studies, suits and negotiating sessions are over, 
only the voters of this and other cities will decide 
whether or not the event is worth running. Only they 
can let the race begin or leave it to the large private 
utility firms, who assure that they have the track 
record to run the race for new generation capacity 
best. 
Some of the new power plants are already rising and 
many cities are already committed. But no matter. 
The winners in this race won’t be the ones who arrive 
first, but the ones who get there cheapest. 
There are only 31 ratepayer owned electric systems 
in California, as compared to well over 100 each in 
some smaller Midwestern states. But over two thirds 
of them are involved in the public power generation 
buildup. These include the nation’s largest municipal, 
the Los Angeles Division of Water and Power 
(LADWP) and the Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District (SMUD), the fifth largest. 'The cities of Bur­ 
bank, Pasadena, Glendale and Riverside, all also 
veterans of public power generation, are also in on the 
expansion. 
What makes the generation facility buildup a move­ 
ment is that, with tbe voters’ nod, over half of these 31 
munis will be generating their own power for the first 
time in a half century or more — and sorne for the first 
time ever. These are the middle sized cities and rural 
towns like Lompoc, which own their own systems to 
distribute electricity but do not own any means to 
produce it 
Ranging from Ukiah and Alameda in the north to 
Anaheim and Azusa in the south, almost all of №ese 
small municipals must rely exclusively on a single 
supplier for all of the bulk power they retail to their 
citizens. Usually this is one of the sprawling, investor- 
owned utilities, whose federally monitored wholesale 
rates since 1973 have in effect shot up even more steep­ 
ly than the state controlled retail rates they charge 
their private customers. 
For years these small public utilities have been able 
to provide their citizens with competitive rates and 
pump millions of dollars into their city budgets to boot. 
But now, the sharper rise in the wholesale rates 
these small publics pay over the retail rates the 
privates charge in adjacent, competing areas has 
caught the cities in a price squeeze. Several of them 
that were once able charge less than the privates did in 
nearby areas now must charge more. Others are ab­ 
sorbing their added power cost burden by trimming 
city services.

Terrorist bombs hit 
downtown skyscraper 


in San Francisco 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President 
Ford has vetoed Congress’ latest energy 
plan and the lawmakers apparently are 
getting ready to reject his, continuing a 
stalemate that could involve a sharp in­ 
crease in gasoline prices. 
The immediate issue is Ford’s 
proposal to gradually decontrol over a 
30-month period the present $5.25 a bar-» 
rel price lid on 60 per cent of domestical­ 
ly produced oil. The House is expected to 
reject that plan today. 
Ford warned against rejection of his

plan Monday when he vetoed a bill that 
would extend the price lid from its Aug. 
31 expiration to Dec. 31, while at the 
same time put a ceiling of $11.28 a barrel 
on the other 40 per cent of domestic oil 
which is not controlled. 
The uncontrolled oil is selling at more 
than $13 a barrel so that the vetoed 
measure would have meant nearly $2 a 
barrel rollback — a move Ford opposes. 
He agrees with Congress that if nothing 
is done by Aug. 31 gasoline prices will in­ 
crease by as much as 7 cents a gallon 
within a few months. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, said Mon­ 
day even such an abrupt end to controls 
could be handled “ without severe 
economic results.” However, neither 
Ford nor Congress wants a sudden, large 
increase in gasoline prices. 


Congress expected Ford’s veto. 
Leaders doubt they can override it, even 
to the extent that the House may not try 
such a vote. Speaker Carl Albert said a 
decision has not been made, but other 
sources said that whether there will be 
an override effort depends on the size of 
the disapproval vote on Ford’s plan. 
In the wings is a Senate-passed bill 
would simply extend the present controls 
for six months. But Ford warned in his 
veto message that "if decontrol is not ac­ 
cepted, I will have no choice but to veto 
the simple six-month extension...” 
'The complicated issue becomes even 
more urgent in face of Congress’ plan to 
recess for a month starting Aug. 1. Ford 
said that unless a compromise is reached 
before then he might be forced to call the 
lawmakers back into a special session, a 
power he has under the Constitution. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Two 
powerful bombs, set by an underground 
terrorist group, shattered offices of a 
federal law enforcement agency on the 
34th floor of a downtown skyscraper 
Monday night, causing more than a 
quarter of a million dollars damage. 
'The bombs were concealed in cigar 
boxes and left in a women’s restroom. A 
janitor found them and carried them out 
of the restroom shortly before they went 
off. 
An underground organization identify­ 
ing itself as the "Red Guerrilla Family” 
telephoned news media after the blasts 
claiming responsibility. 
The explosions took place at the offices 
of the Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
division of the Treasury Department in 
the Tishman Building, a new high-rise on 
Market Street near the financial district. 
A spokesman for the agency said today 
that a "real intensive” investigation was 
under way. "We have got a lot of clues,” 
the spokesman said. 
The explosion was also being in­ 
vestigated by the FBI and San Francisco 
police who intercepted a communication 
which the terrorist group placed in a 
telephone booth. 
The Red Guerrilla Family earlier this 
year claimed responsibility for a bomb 
explosion in a high-rise building on the 
same block. 
A janitor came close to being caught 
by Monday night’s blast when he un­ 
knowingly picked up the two cigar boxes 
containing the bombs in a woman’s 
restroom. The janitor, Mario Lopez, 
removed them and then went back to 
find a note that had been placed under

Egypt agrees 


to U.N. force 


United Press International 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo said today 
Egypt will accept the U.N. Security 
Council appeal to extend the mandate of 
the U.N. peace keeping forces in the 
Sinai and that there was "good pro­ 
gress” in American-mediated negotia­ 
tions for a new interim peace agreement 
with Israel. 
The prospects of a new Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement brightened despite 
tension in the Sinai where Israeli forces 
went on an alert and Israeli reports that 
Jordan was moving some of its troops 
from the Syrian front to the Israeli 
border. The Cairo diplomats cautioned 
that agreement might be several weeks 
away, however. 
They said President Anwar Sadat may 
announce acceptance of the Security 
Council appeal in a speech tonight. Alter­ 
natively, they said, he may simply 
review developments relating to the 
mandate issue and defer the announce­ 
ment until a little later. 
On the related subject of a new Sinai 
pact, the Cairo diplomatic sources said 
negotiations through the United States 
have taken a positive trend and will con­ 
tinue. 
"There has been good progress but the 
. 
give-and-take can be expected to go on 
for a few weeks,” one source said. 
Sadat was delivering a major policy 
spe^h tonight on the occasion of .the 23rd 
anniversary of the revolution which 
overthrew King Farouk and was ex­ 
pected to reply formally to the new 
peace proposals then. 
A senior Egyptian official said in Cairo 
that Egypt takes a favorable view of the 
Security Council appeal to renew the 
U.N. mandate because it met Egypt’s 
demand that there should be steady 
progress toward Middle East peace. 


17 persons injured 


in N.Y. explosion 


NEW YORK (U PI) - An explosion 
ripped through a loading bay at a United 
Parcel Service building Monday night, 
injuring 17 persons, two of them serious­ 
ly- 
There were initial reports the blast 
was caused by a bomb, but Sgt. Terrence 
McTigue of the police bomb squad said 
today, "At this point there is no evidence 
of an explosive device, but we’re still 
looking at it.” 
McTigue said there were "numerous 
chemicals and hazardous materials” in 
the area that could have combined to set 
off the explosion. 
' 
Police said one employe, identified as 
William Mulholland, 18, had a severe eye 
injury and part of his cheek blown away. 
A second unidentified worker also was 
seriously injured. 
Sgt. James Purcell said the explosion 
tore the clothes off Mulholland’s back 
and flung him 30 feet across the room.

A security guard was hit by falling 
plaster but his injuries were described as 
minor. 
Police said the janitor called 
authorities and the bomb squad was en 
route to the 34th floor when the bombs 
exploded.

Additional school 
tax hike revealed

Taxpayers knew they were going to 
pay additional for school taxes this year, 
but early hopes that the increase would 
be held to the $1.23 announced in May 
were dashed this week 
The publication budget which trustees 
of Lompoc Unified School District will 
consider for adoption Thursday night, 
shows the new, combined tax rate at 
$5.34. That figure is up 85 cents from the 
May figure of $4.50 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. Last year, taxpayers paid a 
property tax of $3.27 for schools. 
The increase was attributed to the 
crush of inflation plus the first time in­ 
clusion of contingency funds for salary 
increases. Joe Carlin district business 
manager, said the sum of $711,310 is now 
included to provide salary and fringe 
benefits of six per cent per employe. Ad­ 
ministrators have already accepted a six 
per cent salary increase, but teachers 
and classified employes are still 
negotiating. 
The refigured budget — which may 
very well be the way it is in August when 
the final budget is approved — shows 
total expenditures of $15,971 million, on 
total income of $15,520. In other words 
the district will have a budget that ex­ 
ceeds income by about $450,000 if 
Carlin’s figures are approved. 
The publication budget calls for the ex­ 
penditure of $954,828 above the 
preliminary budget, but not all the in­ 
crease was caused by the increase in 
salaries. Carlin said inflation and rising 
prices have added $18,000 to the district’s 
annual bill for gasoline and diesel fuel; 
and $23,335 to the district’s premium for 
disability insurance. Figures in May for 
those items were $36,000 and $37,000 
respectively. 
'Hie new budget shows a general fund 
tax rate of $4.44 per $100 of assessed 
valuation, maximum allowed under cur­ 
rent law. 
Carlin’s new budget also shows another 
major shift from the May document. 
Nearly $800,000 in state funds for special 
education that come via the county have 
been placed in a bracket for "income 
from local sources.” Carlin said county 
and state education officials had in­ 
structed him to make that change, for 


reasons that were not entirely clear 
Still hanging in the balance, and not 
reflected in the listed expenditures is a 
special reserve fund of $1,670,671 which 
came to the district a year ago from the 
state after the settlement of a lawsuit 
The meeting is scheduled for Thurs­ 
day, 7 p.m in the Central Administration 
Building.

prices up 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The govern­ 
ment reported today consumer prices in 
June jumped 0.8 per cent, the largest in­ 
crease this year and an indication that 
inflation once again has become a major 
economic problem. 
The White House expressed surprise at 
the relatively large increase in the Con­ 
sumer Price Index and investors on Wall 
Street reacted by pushing stock prices 
into a steep decline 
The Labor Department’s report on 
consumer prices showed that sharp in­ 
creases in the cost of fuel oil. gasoline 
and some foods rose at an annual rate of 
9.6 per cent. The 0.8 per cent for the 
month was double the May figure and the 
largest increase since it rose 0 8 per cent 
last December. 
The department also said for the three 
months ending in June, prices rose at an 
annual rate of 7 1 oer cent. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen acknowledged the increase was 
"higher than expected.” 
“ Inflation has by no means been 
defeated,” Nessen said. "Vigilance is 
needed against more deficits and 
spending programs that would reinflate 
inflation” 
After reviewing the June price report. 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
said: "While the figures will bounce 
around a good deal in the coming 
months, the up trend shows that in­ 
flationary pressures remain a serious 
and continuing problem.”

Sheriff deputies investigate 


apparent Harris Grade sniper 


Sheriff’s detectives today were in­ 
vestigating the apparent sniper attack 
yesterday on a bicyclist and a woman 
near the summit of Harris Grade. 
No one was injured, but one slug hit the 
ground at the foot of Aquila J. King, 29, 
of 1622 Calle Nueve, Mission Hills. 
The bicyclist, Brian D. Merritt. 19. of 
Westminister, told sheriff’s deputies 
that he was riding south on Highway 1, 
near the summit, when two shots rang 
out. Merritt was north of the summit at 
that time. As he approached the summit, 
a man with "light colored” hair ap­ 
peared on a slope and shouted. "Man 
you’re crazy.” Sheriff’s Det. Ed Mc­ 
Cauley interpreted the shouted comment 
to be directed toward another, unseen 
person who may have been the one who 
fired the gun. 
Merritt took cover as a couple more 
rounds sailed over his head. Moments 
later according to McCauley’s 
recounting of Merritt’s story, a camper 
truck drove by. Merritt ran into the 
roadway, waving his arms to flag it 
down. 'The driver, Mrs. King agreed to 
take Merritt to safety, but as she and 
Merritt attempted to load his bicycle on 
the rear of the truck, another shot rang 
out and the slug hit the ground at her 
feet. 


McCauley said Merritt and Mrs King 
told him four more shots were head as 
they fled to the cab of the truck and 
roaded away. 
Today. McCauley said he was in­ 
vestigating the possibility that the shots 
came from one or more persons who 
were target practicing at the summit. 
He said he found fresh holes probably 
from a 30 caliber rifle in several road­ 
side signs near the summit 
McCauley said a partial license 
number from a motorcycle that was 
spotted in the area is also being in­ 
vestigated.

New well law hearing set 
by board for August 25

The Board of Supervisors set 
a public hearing for Aug 25 at 2 
p.m. and first reading of an or­ 
dinance designed to implement 
state standards and set a per­ 
mit fee structure for the con­ 
struction, repair and abandon­ 
ment of water wells within the 
unincorporated county areas. 
County Health Department 
and State Department of Water 
Resources officials informed 
the supervisors Monday that 
the ordinance — which has been 
1% years in the making — is 
primarily designed to protect 
the underground water system 
from which much of the 
domestic water originates 
Well 
d rille rs , 
w hether 
licensed or unlicensed, now do 
not have to follow state regula­ 
tions. it was emphasized by 
State Water Resources Depart­ 
ment engineer Edwin Ritchie. 
He said there is greater chance 
of having wells polluted now 
because more are being dug in 
the county, many by-passing 
water hookup moratoriums on 
the South Coast. 
Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie said he felt "no one on 
9 this board is against protecting 
the water supply.” But he also 
felt, he said, there were many 
points of clarification needed, 
including the fee structure. 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce 
Dodds promised a fee schedule 
would be ready at the Aug. 25 
hearing. 
Dodds said a number of 
critical questions raised by the 
Santa M aria R iver W ater 
Conservation District had since 
been answered at a public hear­ 
ing on the final ordinance draft 
in Santa Maria. 
Santa Maria district directors 
had taken the position that state 
regulations were sufficient and 
that agricultural wells, at least, 
should be exempted from any 
new ordinance. 
But Stanley Hatch, counsel 
for Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, raised a 
new issue. He felt such an or­ 
dinance might not apply to 
special districts, and suggested 
the county call on these entities 
to "adopt similar standards” 
separately. The fee structure 
under such a procedure wasn’t 
gone into, but it has been 
learned there has been concern 
lest fees be set too high

Actions to slash 
budget to continue

New efforts to reduce the $96- 
million county budget for 1975- 
76 will continue through late 
August, prior to probable adop­ 
tion of some 200 tax rates in the 
county by the Board of Super­ 
visors Aug. 24, taxpayer groups 
were informed Monday. 
County supervisors pledged 
renewed efforts as leaders of a 
new tax reform group in Santa 
Barbara and environs again cal­ 
led on the board to slash ap­ 
propriations further aimed at 
wiping out most or all of a like­ 
ly 60 to 70-cent county tax boost 
for the present year. 
At the same time, the County 
Taxpayers Assn. presented new 
proposals aimed at cutting 32 
cents off the projected tax in­ 
crease total. These will be 
given further analysis by the 
adm inistrative office after 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
termed some of them strictly 
board policy matters and others 
he could not support. 
M eanw hile, 
S u p erv iso r 
Robert E. Kallman, in a sur­ 
prise move, revealed he is 
questioning the need for an ap­ 
proved north county detention 
nail which would cost more 
than $700,000 to build and about 
$200,000 a year to operate The 
project has not gone to bid yet. 
Kallman is calling on the 
board "for comments” this 
week on recommendations of 
State Youth Authority Deputy 
Director George Saleebey call­ 
ing for a moratorium on new 
juvenile hall construction.

would be far from adequate to 
handle the juvenile load to go 
into it from the day of its com­ 
pletion. 
Deferment of the project, 
which has not been called for by 
taxpayer groups as yet, would 
cut about 10 cents from the pro­ 
jected higher levy. 
Earlier the board eliminated 
from county funding the 
proposed multi-million dollar 
adult 
detention-rehabilitation 
facility which had also been 
proposed for the north county 
area, on the grounds it was too 
costly to fit into the current 
budget. 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
on Monday failed in a new at­ 
tempt — which was backed by 
the County Taxpayers Assn. — 
to use the $500,000 balance of 
the oil spill settlement trust 
fund to offset part of the tax 
boost that is looming. His mo­ 
tion to utilize it didn't get a se­ 
cond. 


The supervisors were in­ 
formed Monday that a taxpayer 
group which earlier threatened 
a "strike” by refusal to pay 
taxes this year is holding 
another mass meeting Aug 17 
at 2 p.m. at Santa Barbara 
Junior High School auditorium. 
Hal Burnett, a leader of the 
group, said his tax reform 
organization will present 
budget-cutting proposals to the 
supervisors prior to th at 
meeting. 
Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie pointed out he is in 
agreem ent with proposed 
legislation of Assemblyman 
Gary Hart that would provide 
home owners with a $5,000 tax 
assessment exemption rather 
than the current $1,750, as a 
weapon against assessment 
boosts and increased property 
taxes. 
Beattie said he felt the board 
in slashing some $6-million 
from the present budget had 
achieved all it could and added: 
"But God help us next year if 
we keep at the same level of 
service.

The question of whether 
Goleta Valley and other South 
Coast built-up areas are getting 
Cachuma Project water too 
cheaply was introduced Mon­ 
day before the County Water 
Agency. 
The water agency directors 
referred questions raised by 
R.L. Temple, former County 
Taxpayers Assn. executive 
secretary, to the office of the 
new agency engineer-manager, 
the administrative officer and 
county counsel for response. 
Temple recommended the 
agency revise water service 
contracts to eliminate the por­ 
tion of the three-cent county 
wide tax levy related to reduc­ 
tion of costs of water purchased 
by each water contractor.

A dm inistration Building in 
Santa Barbara at the request of 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
who is on vacation. The permit 
involves property in Slater’s 
Third District, and Slater in­ 
formed the supervisors he had 
notified all parties concerned 
he would request the con­ 
tinuance. 


Some testimony was allowed

The planners had granted a 
permit to Martha

The applicant had asked for a 
maximum of 45 children, aged 2 
through 6, for a year-round 
operation five days a week, 
Monday through Friday.

Caldwell acknolwedged that 
in each five-year survey, the 
municipal and industrial water 
figures have gone up in Goleta 
district, but insisted that "we 
have followed the contract to 
the letter.” 
Supervisor Francis H. Beat­ 
tie said "contracts are meant to 
be broken,’’ and declared 
"perhaps people in Goleta Val­ 
ley are getting their water too 
cheaply ... if the uses are 
changing we should recognize 
it.” 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost 
said the board "should have 
considered this before rezoning 
Goleta Valley to residential.”

MOSCOW (UPI) ~ A Soviet 
space scientist predicted today 
that countries throughout the 
world would in the future help 
track the spaceships of other 
nations and conduct emergency 
rescues when necessary. 
Alexei Yeliseyev, flight 
director for the ^viet end of 
the Soyuz-Apollo mission, said 
the joint flight demonstrated 
the use of tracking stations in 
different countries for rescue 
work in space. 
"I think the problem becomes 
nwre juridical than technical,” 
Yeliseyev told newsmen at a 
briefing following the safe 
return to earth of Soyuz 19 Mon­ 
day. 
"I believe in future there will 
be treaties and legal documents 
in which all tracking stations, 
no matter which country they 
belong to, will help in bringing 
down alien ships — as we have 
now with aircraft. 
"Possibly in future there also 
will be agreements where there 
are certain backup ships in 
flights such as this in order to 
carry out emergency mis­ 
sions.” 
The "rescue” ships could 
come from other nations. 
"If flights are too expensive 
or a special trajectory is 
needed, it is possible one 
country will launch a i^ip and 
another country will have the 
backup ship,” he said. 
Yeliseyev said the Soyuz 
landing was "very exact and 
the parachute and landing 
systems fmicticMied properly.” 
As for the joint work of the two 
countries mission control cen­ 
ters, "all the documentation 
and the joint work checked 
out.” 
Yeliseyev said that the 
spacemen. Col. Alexei A. 
Leonov and engineer Valeri 
Kubasov, “ were completely 
capable of handling the ship but 
were somewhat late in their 
training for the use of the 
(televisicm) cameras.

United Press International 
Travelers in the nation’s 
busiest rail corridor were 
frustrated by too much rain. 
Farmers in the nation’s corn 
belt were frustrated by the lack 
of it. 
America’s weather Monday 
wasn’t pleasing much of anyo­ 
ne. 
Portions of the New York- 
Philadelphia rail corridor were 
under as much as BVi feet of 
water, hundreds of persons 
were forced from their homes 
and crops were awash in the 
flood-soaked Northeast. 
In the Midwest corn belt, 
farmers were plagued by hot, 
dry weather that made the 
chances for a projected record 
crop slimmer every day. 


Record six-inch rains trig­ 
gered flash floods that severed 
train service along the New 
York-Philadelphia rail line — 
the nation’s busiest — and 
forced nearly 600 persons from 
their homes in the flood-washed 
Trenton. N.J., area. 
Floodwaters of Assunpink 
Creek swirled 8Vk feet deep 
over the Penn Central Railroad 
tracks at Trenton, and two pas­ 
senger trains and a long freight 
lay bogged down in muddy 
floodwaters that reached one 
tip of Trenton’s main station. 
Cars in the station parking lot 
were submerged. 
More than 100 commuter and

The storm came on the heels 
of last week’s deluge which 
caused an estimated $55.7 mil­ 
lion damage in New Jersey.

Under the plan, the state 
would set up a wide variety of 
programs ranging from em­ 
ploying Vietnam veterans to 
guard senior citizens to hiring 
jobless loggers to prepare en­ 
vironmental impact state­ 
ments. 'The jobs were to last no 
longer than four months. 
I^renz said he would still 
hold the |37,212-a-year post if 
the plan had not been leaked to 
the news media. But he said in 
the long run he likely would 
have been dismissed.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

The sex bill, sometimes cal- 


led the "homosexuals’ bill of 
rights,” would end criminal 
sanctions against all types of 
sex acts by consenting adults in 
private. 
A hastily formed group, call­ 
ing itself the Coalition of (Chris­ 
tian Citizens, organized the 
referendum drive after the 
measure was signed by Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. May 12. 
Leaders of the effort com­ 
plained the new law would al­ 
low known homosexuals to 
teach school and would put a 
legal stamp of approval on 
homosexuality.

Public power derby

This continuing price bind has 
come to haunt leaders of the 
small municipals with the 
spectre of industries moving 
beyond city limits to achieve 
power cost savings and stunted 
economic growth In the offing, 
they worry over possible citizen 
groundswells for takeovers of 
the money making electrical 
systems by the private utility 
firms. 
Lompoc has had no practical 
choice but to purchase all of its 
power requirem ents from 
PG&E, buying bulk quantities 
at wholesale and retailing it to 
citizens at retail. No other 
private utility may bring power 
to Lompoc over PG&E lines 
and the city has been refused 
access to cheaper federal 
hydroelectric power. The only 
other alternative would be for 
Lompoc to finance a power 
plant, which is financially out of 
the question 
A handful of the state’s 
m unicipals are fortunate 
enough to be able to purchase 
all of their bulk power from the 
federal dams of the Central 
Valley Project (CVP), at rates 
much lower than PG&E’s. But 
leaders in these cities too are 
concerned about the future of 
their electrical systems since 
the growing demand for this 
power source already outstrips 
its contracturally limited supp­ 
ly- 
In July, 1968, five years 
before the Arab Oil Embargo 
and the natural gas shortage 
conspired to send power rates 
rocketing, Lompoc signed up as 
one of eleven cities banded 
together as the Northern 
California Power Agency. All of 
these cities are located in the 47 
county PG&E service area. 
The reason for the linkup was 
simple — in unity there was 
strength. The agency’s founding 
missions were to engage the 
huge utility firm in legal con­ 
tests over rate policy and to 
launch new power generation 
projects 
to econom ically 
satisfy its member’s citizens’ 
blossoming power demand. 
None of the cities could hope to 


finance either effort alone and 
they knew it. 
PG&E spokesmen react to 
the plan by warning that it’s a 
risky enough time for a large, 
experienced utility company to 
be embarking upon new power 
plant construction projects, let 
alone a loosely knit string of 
small towns and cities that 
have never done it before. 
NCPA was formed under the 
sta te ’s Joint E xercise of 
Powers Act, which enables 
cities and other public agencies 
to cast their lots together for a 
specific purpose and exercise 
jointly the same powers that 
each can legally exercise alone. 
Five of the cities, Alameda 
(pop. 74,500), Healdsburg 
IP' , 
(5,800), Lodi (30,000), Lompoc 
(26,300) and Ukiah (10,095) are 
supplied exclusively by PG&E. 
Another five, Biggs (1,250), 
Gridley (3,354), Palo Alto 
(56,040), Redding (16,659) and 
Roseville (20,000), are supplied 
with CVP power but con­ 
template turning to PG&E for 
supplemental watts when the 
federal supply runs short. The 
City of Santa Clara (93,100) now 
supplements its CVP allotment 
with purchases from PG&E. 
The Plumas Sierra Rural 
Electric Cooperative was ad­ 
m itted as an a sso c ia te 
member. 


The agency is governed by a 
commission made up of elected 
representatives of the member 
cities. Mayor Gary Gillmor of 
Santa Clara chairs this panel. 
The NCPA Executive Commit­ 
tee, a smaller steering group, 
guides policy. Lompoc Mayor 
Art Scott, long a local advocate 
for public generation and the 
city’s NCPA delegate, sits on 
this board. 
The agency staff includes an 
executive director, Norman 
Ingraham, former Santa Gara 
electrical superintendent, and 
his secretary. 
It hasn’t always been easy to 
hammer out a consensus among 
11 unique and geographically 
distant cities. One of the rank­ 
ing internal issues that comes 
up for sober internal discussion 


periodically is CVP allot­ 
ments 
Increased us of CVP 
power in some of the cities 
tends to drive up power bills in 
one or more of the others. So 
far, the agency has avoided in­ 
ternal disputes serious enough 
to undermine its strength. 
Dues and assessments for 
special projects are leveed 
against member cities on the 
basis of each city’s power de­ 
mand or participation in a par­ 
ticular project. As one of the 
smaller cities, Lompoc pays an 
average of around three per 
cent of the total amount of 
each. 


In November, 1922, Lompoc 
citizens voted against 3-1 to pay 
$30,000 for a then small and 
privately owned electrical 
system that has grown to serve 
over 8,000 customers and con­ 
tribute some $600,000 yearly to 
running the city. 
It may be more than a year 
away, but it will be the voters 
again who pass on what is plan­ 
ned as the second quantum leap 
for local public power. If this 
second watershed is crossed, it 
will mean that Lompoc and its 
NCPA associates will have suc­ 
ceeded in prying loose a large 
chunk of PG&E’s wholesale 
market, something no company 
takes lying down. 
Accordingly, the seven years 
since the agency’s founding 
have brought it through a legal 
steeplechase involving ex­ 
tended rate suits, protests 
against fuel cost adjustment 
charges, Supreme Court and 
other legal precedents, in­ 
tervention against PG&E 
power plant applications and an 
investigation by the U.S. Dept, 
of Justice. 
Like a qualifying heat, this 
struggle for viability as a power 
generating utility will, if NCPA 
succeeds, allow Lompoc and 
the other member cities to 
squeeze into a starting slot for 
the main event — the rush into 
public power generation. 
The odds on this happening 
are greatly higher than they 
were in 1968. It hasn’t been as 
simple as flicking on a switch. 
Ford apologizes to family 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Resident Ford has apologized 
;o the family of Frank Olson, a 
scientist who com m itted 
suicide in 1953 after he was 
jiven LSD by the CIA without 
lis knowledge. 
He met privately in the Oval 
Office Monday with Mrs. Olson 
and her three children. After­ 
ward, the White House released 
a statement on behalf of the 
family that said: 
“We hope that this will be 
part of a continuing effort to en­ 
sure that the CIA is accountable 


for its actions and that people in 
all parts of the world are safe 
from abuses of power by 
American intelligence agen­ 
cies.’’ 
The President expressed “the 
sympathy of the American peo­ 
ple and apologized on behalf of 
the U.S. government for the cir­ 
cum stances of Dr. Frank 
Olson's death in November, 
1953,” press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said. 
Olson fell to his death from a 
New York hotel window. The 
Rockefeller commission, which

Compromise reached 
on vet benefits 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Bouse and Senate negotiators 
lave reached a tentative com- 
jromise that would increase 
benefits by 10 to 12 per cent for 
disabled veterans and for 
widows of veterans, Sen. Vance 
Hartke, D-Ind., says. 
Hartke said Monday he ex­ 
pected quick House action on 
the measure. 
Compensation payments for 
disabled veterans would depend 
on the severity of injury. 
Twelve per cent increases 
would be provided to eligible 
widows of the nation’s war 
dead. 
The original House bill called 
for a 6 to 10 per cent increase, 
while the Senate version 
provided for a 12 to 14 per cent 
hike in benefits. 


“This state is now faced with 
a loss of such magnitude that 
our economy, already beset 
with one of the highest un­ 
employment rates in the nation, 
is unable to bear the burden of 
providing relief to the stricken 
areas without federal as­ 
sistance,’’ Byrne said. 


Ratification seen 
by postal workers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
leaders of large postal unions 
are forecasting successful 
ratification procedures on a 
new three-year postal contract 
covering about 600,000 workers. 


“I feel that our members will 
ratify by a substantial majori­ 
ty,” said James Rademacher, 
president of the National As­ 
sociation of Letter Carriers, 
representing about 193,000 U.S. 
Postal Service employes. 


Four unions and the Postal 
Service reached agreement 
early Monday on a pact that 
will raise pay about $1,500 in the 
first two years of the contract 
and also will provide up to six 
cost of living adjustments. 
The settlement may lead to 
higher priced postal services.

Treasure still 
sought in Fla. 


KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) - 
Treasure hunters probed for an 
estimated $100 million in silver 
and gold in the wreckage of a 
353-year-old Spanish galleon 
Monday, despite the death of 
three of their comrades in the 
sinking of a salvage boat. 
Dirk Fisher, 21, and his wife 
Angel Curry Fisher, 25, are to 
be buried Wednesday at Vero 
Beach. The body of the third 
victim, diver Rick Gage, 21, 
was returned to his hometown 
of Jamestown, N.Y., for ser­ 
vices. 
The three perished just 
before dawn Sunday when the 
salvage boat North Wind, a con­ 
verted tug, rolled over and sank 
within a few minutes as the 
crew slept. Eight others aboard 
escaped. 
Fisher was skipper of the ves­ 
sel and the son of the founder of 
Treasure Salvors, Inc., Mel 
Fisher. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Swiftly crushing a threatened 
southern filibuster against a 10- 
year extension of the landmark 
voting rights law, the Senate is 
moving toward final passage of 
the bill by mid-week. 
Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., a 
veteran of numerous filibuster 
fights, Monday called the 
House-passed bill to broaden 
the 1965 voting rights act a 
vestige of “Reconstruction 
days.” 
Supporters of the measure, 
which would extend the act’s 
coverage to Spanish-speaking 
Americans and other minorities 
and permanently ban voter 
literacy tests, called it “the 
most effective civil rights 
legislation ever passed.” 
Facing an Aug. 6 deadline, 
when key provisions in the act 
will expire, the Senate voted 72- 
19 to limit preliminary debate 
on a motion to take up the bill 
and then voted 63-13 to make it 
the pending legislation. 
Democratic leaders immedi­ 
ately filed a second cloture peti­ 
tion, to be voted on Wednesday, 
with the likelihood of the bill’s 
being acted on late Wednesday 
or Thursday at the latest. 
The act presently applies to 
seven southern states and sec­ 
tions of other states. It has 
significantly increased black 
voter registration and partici­ 
pation throughout the South. 
The law requires federal ex­ 
aminers, registrars and poll 
watchers be sent into delin­ 
quent states or voting districts 
to insure that minorities are not 
denied the right to vote because 
of race. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., 
said the law, enacted in a 
legislative battle in 1965 and ex­ 
tended for five years in 1970, 
has resulted in the registering 
of 1 million blacks in the South 
and in the election of some 1,000 
black officials. 
Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., a 
veteran of the once powerful 


southern bloc, called the act a 
“capricious absurdity” and 
likened it to a man’s being 
sentenced to 10 years in prison 
“and then when his term is up 
being given another 10 years.” 
Arguing voter registration 
and participation in the South 
has changed dramatically, Al­ 
len said it was time to remove 
the South from the act’s 
coverage “and quit treating 
them 
lik e 
con q u ered 
provinces.” 


Daughter of 
Onassis to wed 
ATHENS (UPI) - Shipping 
magnate Aristotle Onassis cal­ 
led his daughter Christina to his 
deathbed last March to say he 
wanted her to marry a family 
friend. 
Four months after Onassis’ 
death left her with one of the 
world’s largest fortunes, the 24- 
year-old heiress has rejected 
her father’s choice to marry 
another man. 
Family sources said she 
would wed Alexandres An- 
dreadis, the 30-year-old son of a 
banker, shipowner and railroad 
magnate, this evening at a tiny 
chapel in suburban Athens 
The surprise disclosure shat­ 
tered the hopes of shipping heir 
Petros Goulandris for the hand 
of Christina, one of the richest 
women in the world since her 
fa th er’s death of a rare 
muscular disease in Paris. 
Miss Onassis has been seen 
frequently with Goulandris, a 
childhood sweetheart, and 
dined with him three weeks ago 
in New York. Family sources 
said Onassis recommended him 
as a suitable husband shortly 
before his death. 
But she was seen dining at the 
Athens Hilton with Andreadis 
last week. Two months before, 
she brushed off reporters’ ques-

Goulandris. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Serious crime rose sharply in 
the first three months of this 
year and part of the reason, ac­ 
cording to Attorney General 
Edward Levi, is the number of 
repeat offenders on the streets. 
In releasing the latest FBI 
crime statistics Monday, Levi 
said they were a “terrifying 
fact of life.” 
Serious crime was 18 per cent 
higher in the first quarter this 
year than in the same period 
last year, when there was a 15 
per cent increase over the 1973 
reporting period 
For some crimes the in­ 
creases were larger. Robbery 
was up 28 per cent and burglary 
up 20 per cent. 
Preliminary figures for all of 
1974, released at the same time, 
rose 17 per cent over 1973. 
Levi called the crime rate in­ 
crease “one of the terrifying 
facts of life which we have 
come to accept as norma) and 
which we must not accept as 


normal 
"... Apparently, law enforce­ 
ment is solving only about one 
of five known serious crimes,” 
he said “But of even greater 
concern is the downgrading of 
charges of felonies to mis­ 
demeanors at the prosecution 
stage regardless of the defen­ 
dant’s past criminal record ” 
He said about two-thirds of 
all persons arrested are repeat­ 
ers and it is important that such 
offenders be identified as 
career criminals.

Grain 
dealer 
indicted 
NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
One of the world's largest grain 
dealers and 13 of its officials 
have been indicted for allegedly 
conspiring to steal export grain 
by loading ships with less cargo 
than records indicated 
The federal indictment re­ 
turned Monday named the 
Bunge Corp. of New York and 
one of its vice presidents among 
those charged. It was the third 
indictment to result from a 16- 
month investigation of grain ex­ 
port operations in New Orleans 
and other ports. 
Walton Francis Mulloy and 
Clayton Eugene Wilcox were 
the highest Bunge officials in­ 
dicted. 
Mulloy is a Bunge vice presi­ 
dent and regional manager in 
Kansas City, Mo. Wilcox, of 
Hinsdale, 111., is a Bunge assis­ 
tant vice president and regional 
manager of St. Louis, Mo., and 
Destrehan, La., offices. 
The investigation has cen­ 
tered in New Orleans, the 
largest grain exporting port in 
the world and the departure 
point for one-third of United 
States shipments to foreign 
countries. 
P r e v i o u s 
in d i c t m e n t s 
charged federally licensed in­ 
spectors at New Orleans and 
Houston with falsely grading 
and weighing grain shipments. 
In the latest indictment, 
Bunge was accused of short- 
weighing ships at grain eleva­ 
tors in Destrehan, La., and 
Galveston, Tex., from 1961-73.

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Another bitter farewell for Martin 


ARLINGTON, Tex. (UPI) - Billy Martin, 
now a three-time managerial loser, has left a 
suing of bitterness along the trail that may lead 
him out of baseball for good. 
Frank Lucchesi, meanwhile, has his second 
chance to manage a major league club and he 
responded Monday night by retooling the Texas 
Ranger lineup to the liking of the men in charge. 
Martin, 47, always aggressive as a player and 
always controversial as a manager, was fired 
Monday by Texas Ranger owner Brad Corbett 
The dismissal came 36 hours after a noisy con­ 
frontation between the two over Martin's refusal 
to stack the lineup with youngsters. 
And Martin, fired by the Minnesota Twins in 
1969 and by the Detroit Tigers in 1973 after run- 
ins with the front office, did not leave quietly. 
"They accused me of being disloyal to the 
organization,” said Martin. "You can kill me 
before you accuse me of that. Firing me had 


nothing to do with the team’s record. It had to do 
with me. I argued against what they were doing. 
I have proved my way is the winning way.” 
Martin's way is with veterans and that is not 
the way Corbett wanted to play it. 
Lucchesi, Martin’s third base coach for the 
past two seasons and former manager of the 
Philadelphia Phillies, was named the new 
manager for at least the rest of 1975. He is all for 
youth and to demonstrate that he replaced 
Martin favorite Cesar Tovar in the leadoff spot 
Monday night with rookie Dave Moates. 
Moates was called up only two weeks ago as 
part of the youth movement Martin was against. 
The rookie promptly delivered his first major 
league home run in the opening inning Monday 
night against the Boston Red Sox, starting Texas 
to a 6-0 win. 
Martin was hired two years ago by Bob Short, 
then the owner of the Rangers Short fired 


Whitey Herzog to make way for Martin and, at 
the time, Short said, "I would fire my grand­ 
mother if I had the chance to hire Billy.7’ 
Corbett said, however, that after lengthy con­ 
sideration he felt Martin’s departure would be 
good for both the team and the organization. 
Like Martin, Corbett said his dismissal had 
nothing to do with Texas’ disappointing season. 
"We all know Billy is one of the best techni­ 
cians in baseball,” Corbett said. "The causes for 
this go beyond the won-loss record. There was no 
real straw that broke the camel’s back. My dif­ 
ferences with Billy were a culmination of many 
things over a long period of time.” 
Martin’s fate was decided, however, by the 
rowdy session he had with Corbett Saturday 
night. That session dealt chiefly with Martin’s 
desire to sign veteran catcher Tom Egan to back 
up Jim Sundberg. Corbett viewed it as just 
wasting positions on the team with veterans, 


who could not help the club in the future, instead 
of giving playing time to young players. 
"We feel our future with our strong young 
players,” Corbett said during the news confer­ 
ence at which Martin’s firing was announced. 
Martin, who remained at the ball park all Sun­ 
day night and Monday morning without sleep, 
said he did not know if there was a place in 
baseball for him. Ironically, Corbett was ap­ 
parently ready to offer Martin a spot in one of 
his business enterprises. 
Corbett said he recognized his decision would 
"be traumatic for the fans.” And in the first 
hours after Martin’s firing, phone calls made to 
the Ranger office were almost 100 per cent pro- 
Martin. 


But when Lucchesi brought the lineup card out 
before Monday night’s game, there was polite 
applause and only a few scattered boos.

March through Sierras 
good for mind, body

Thousands of people take the same hike every year, 
but few of them step along as rapidly as this group 
will. If this were the Marines, the hike would probably 
be referred to as a forced march. 
The group is eight Cabrillo cross-country hopefuls 
and their coach, Buck Crosby. 
The hike is a 13-day, 210-mile expedition on the John 
Muir Trail, along the crest of the Sierra Nevadas, 
starting Saturday morning. 
The purpose: "Mental confidence — that’s what 
you’re trying to develop in them,” says Crosby, who 
took groups mi the same hike in '69 and '70. 
The pace of the hike will be sizzling, considering the 
altitude (10,000 to 20,000 feet), rugged terrain ("It’s all 
steep — everything is just up and down” ), and the fact 
that each boy will carry all his food in a 55-pound pack. 
There will be no food drops along the way, and the boys 
will cook their own food. 
“It’s a fatiguing thing,” says Crosby, who went from 


a reed-thin 164 pounds to a wafer-thin 146 last time. 
"It’s more like an expedition, not just a backpack 
trip.” 
The trail winds from Tuolumne Meadows near 
Yosemite, all the way to Mt. Whitney, the highest 
point in the cont.nental United States. 
"When you crawl to the top of Mt. Whitney,” claims 
Crosby, "you’re 10 feet tall. It’s a tremendous ex­ 
perience for the kids.” 
Crosby got the idea for the trip back in '69, because 
he inherited a group of runners who he describes tact­ 
fully as "wimps and momma’s boys — they were 
pampered. They were just not self-sufficient and tough 
enough to be cross country runners.” 
And after Crosby caught them fudging on the 
preparation hikes, he rounded up a younger, more 
eager crew and headed for the hills. 
This year’s group took four tune-up hikes, capped by 
last Friday’s 20-miler along Drum Canyon Road. 
Is it all worthwhile? Tune in next fall and see for 
yourself.

US battles 
E. Germany 


for swim win 
CALI, Colombia (UPI) - What has 
been billed as a virtual dual meet 
between the United States and East 
Germany gets under way today at the 
world swimming championships but both 
teams deny they’re thinking too much 
about the other. 
"If we sat down looking just at the 
East Germans, we’re likely to get a little 
sting from down under or from up 
north,” according to Ron Ballatore, the 
coach of the U.S. men’s team 
The East Germans also profess not to 
be interested in bilateral rivalries but 
only in world titles. 
Yet all the experts expect the men’s 
events to be swept by the Americans and 
the women’s competition, especially in 
the shorter distances, by the muscular 
East Germans. 
"Don’t assume too many things,” U.S. 
women’s coach Flip Darr told newsmen 
before the meet. "There was a famous 
horse race not too long ago where they 
said the filly folded. Well, we're here to 
prove our fillies don’t fold.” 
Darr said the American women have 
learned a lot from humiliating drubbings 
they received two years ago at the last 
world championships in Belgrade and 
last year from the bigger East German 
women. 
"Now we have more experience, we’re 
better prepared,” Darr said. 
Shirley Babashoff, the American 
veteran from Mission Viejo, Calif., said 
she has no explanation why the East 
German women have the upper hand in 
the shorter distances and predicted she 
may break their stranglehold on the 
medals in the middle and longer dis­ 
tances. 
But Miss Babashoff is trying in all 
events. She is America’s strong card 
against Kornelia Ender and comrades in 
the 100,200,400 and 800 meters freestyle. 
However Darr also said other 
countries like Australia and Canada 
should not be discarded. “ We respect the 
rest of the world.” 
In the men’s competition, the field is 
even more wide open, according to Bal­ 
latore. The Hungarian men, the Rus­ 
sians, Canadians, the odd Briton like 
David Wilkie, a few West Germans and a 
Japanese are all capable of mounting the 
honor podium in their respective 
specialties. 


The only thing certain, both coaches 
say, is that world records will be broken 
and rebroken in bunches. "There isn’t a 
single record that’s safe," Darr said. 
The Cali World Championships were 
officially opened Friday night but the 
first days of competition were dedicated 
to diving, water polo and synchronized 
swimming. 
Garvey great with kids, but...

NEW YORK (UPI) - The boy’s name 
was Ricky. He was 9 years old, he lived 
in the Los Angeles area and the doctors 
who had operated on him for cancer gave 
him only an 18 per cent chance of living. 
His idol always had been Steve Garvey 
so the boy’s parents put through a call to 
the Dodgers’ first baseman and asked 
him whether he’d be willing to visit the 
lad in Los Angeles’ Orthopedic Hospital. 
Willing? Steve Garvey was on his way 
over before he even hung up the phone. 
When Garvey arrived with his wife, 
Cindy, the boy’s mother was the only one 
in the hospital room. No newsmen, no 
photographers, no tv crew. This was 
strictly private between Steve Garvey 
and a 9-year-old little boy afflicted with a 
dreaded disease which kills nearly three 
million persons throughout the world 
each year. 
"Good to see you, Steve,” the 
youngster’s mother greeted the bal­ 
lplayer, "but I’m afraid Ricky is so 
heavily sedated, he can’t recognize 
anybody.” 
Steve Garvey understood. He moved 
quietly over toward the bed, looked down 
at the boy whose eyes were closed and 
reached for his hand, holding it gently in 
his own. 
"I heard about your operation and I 
just stopped by to see you,” Steve 
Garvey said, barely above a whisper. 
There was no immediate reaction 
from the boy. 
Steve Garvey kept on holding his hand. 
After a few moments, he felt the 
youngster’s hand growing faintly firmer. 
Only a bit at first, but then more and 
more until Garvey realized the boy was 
pressing his hand as tightly as he pos­ 
sibly could. 
Gradually, the boy opened his eyes. 
A look of recognition came to his face 


and, summoning every last ounce of 
energy in him, he managed a beautiful 
smile. 
This all took place two years ago. 
Last year, the ball club had a special 
night at Dodger Stadium. Crippled 
Children’s Night, they call it, and on such 
occasions a handicapped little boy or girl 
escorts his or her favorite Dodger bal­ 
lplayer to his position prior to the start of 
the game. 
Hand-in-hand, Steve Garvey and Ricky 
walked out to first base together. 
Before that, the boy gave the Dodger 
first baseman a small silver medal with 
a tiny figure of a ballplayer etched on

one side. On the other was an inscription 
which read: 
“Thank you for giving me the will to 
live.” 
To be sure, Steve Garvey is not the 
first major leaguer ever to have visited a 
sick youngster in the hospital. Nor was 
he the last. 
Perhaps the only reason to cite this 
particular hospital visit, only one of a 
number he has made, was a published 
story which appeared in the San Bernar­ 
dino, Calif., SunTelegram a short time 
ago and included a quote from an un­ 
named Dodger player saying, "Steve 
Garvey doesn’t have one friend on this 
team.” 
Even Garvey’s wife came under at­ 
tack, some of the Dodger players claim­ 


ing "she sticks her face in front of the 
cameras all the time.” 
Garvey, the National League’s MVP 
last year, prefers not talking about the 
story and trying to forget it, but it did up­ 
set him deeply. Some of those quoted 
came to him and apologized, but Garvey 
thought it best to clear the air and met 
with the players himself. 


He told them maybe he was naive, but 
he still was going to do everything he 
could to help them and he still was going 
to say hello to their wives everytime he 
encountered them, the same as he has 
been doing all along. 
Putting aside his accomplishments on 
the field, and they have been con­ 
siderable since he came with the 
Dodgers to stay four years ago, Steve 
Garvey isn’t your run-of-the-mill type 
ballplayer. He has willingly and unstin- 
tingly contributed his time and energies 
to community affairs and to the general 
improvement of baseball’s image. 


I don’t think I’ve ever seen a ballplayer 
more patient with kids, signing 
autographs for them and trying to 
counsel them, than Steve Garvey. 
Whenever a ball club proves disap­ 
pointing, as the Dodgers have this 
season, there always is some unhap­ 
piness among the players. They have to 
grumble about someone or something, 
and Garvey, as the personification of the 
All-American boy, emerges as a natural 
enough target. 
Seemingly, he has everything. He’s 
successful, he has a beautiful wife and 
baby daughter, a fine contract and he 
never has any trouble with the press. 
He’s in an understandably envious posi­ 
tion and it’s no more than natural that 
some of his teammates who came up in 
the Dodgers’ organization with him, and 


haven’t been as successful as he has, 
might have some jealous feelings about 
that. 
If they have, they should simply try 
harder to be as good a ballplayer as 
Garvey is, bearing in mind at the same 
time envy is nothing more than pure ig­ 
norance. Most important, envy doesn't 
help the Dodgers win any more ball 
games, and Steve Garvey’s teammates 
certainly wouldn’t want that now, would 
they? 
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Rod & Gun 
Salmon are back 


By M.C. Cockshott 


Pass the word — the salmon are back. 
With a reduction in the winds came an increase in salmon 
catches. That is the word out of Port San Luis. In one five-day span 
last week, 133 boats brought back a total of 361 salmon, about 2.7 
fish per boat. 
The fish are good size, most running the 10-20 pound range, with 
an occasional lunker tipping the 30-pound mark. 
An exploratory run was made for 
alba core last week and they are now 
within fishing distance, about 65 miles 
out. The fish were easily spooked and 
only four were landed, averaging about 
16 pounds apiece. 
Skip Sato, of San Luis Sportfishing, * 
will be running a daily boat for the 
albacore. Reservations are a must. The 
number to call is 595-7200 
Bottom fishing remains good in the Point Sal and Purisima areas 
but the salmon have taken some of the fishing pressure off the rock 
and ling cod. San Luis Sportfishing is going out daily. Reservations 
are required here, too. 
Sea Landing in Santa Barbara reports the fishing has been pretty 
good Plenty of calico bass and rockfish are being taken An 
albacore run was made Sunday but no fish were caught. Some 
halibut are being taken. 
Speaking of halibut, this seems to be the year of the king-sized 
flatties. A lady fishing on a party boat out of Newport Beach landed 
a 47V«-pound monster on July 13. If the fish is verified by the Dept, 
of Fish and Game, it will eclipse the old hook-and-line halibut 
record of 46 pounds 8 ounces. 
So far this year, at least two other 40-pound or better halibuts 
have been taken. On June 24, a 45W-pounder was caught off the 
Redondo Pier and on July 4, a 40-pound, 50-inch female was taken 
east of South Laguna 
The marine biologist investigating the latest catch, said “It’s the 
year of the bam door.” 'Bam door’ is a term used by fishermen 
denoting the flat slab-sided appearance of the halibut. They look 
like they’ve been run over with a steam roller, both eyes ending up 
on the same side of the hqad. 
Another fishing oddity turned up a week or so ago. A 56-pound, 
9 *6-ounce green sturgeon was caught off Dana Point. The catch 
measured 5 feet 4 W inches. Green sturgeon are seldom seen south 
of San Francisco, although they have been caught as far south as 
Ensenada, Mexico. 
Freshwater fishing seems to be at its usual summer pace. Lake 
Cachuma isn’t too bad a bet if you can get away in the middle of 
the week and be there real early in the morning. The word is bass 
can be had on the surface early with plugs but after 9 a.m. or so 
they head for deeper water. 
Trout are still being caught in the deep water near the dam. Cat­ 
fish are being taken on cut mackerel early and late, but have been 
wi the small side. Plenty of panfish action available also. 
Lopez Lake had had fair to good bass fishing and trout are being 
picked up by deep trollers. Sunfish are a good bet for bank 
fishermen. 
Bass fishing is still good at Santa Margarita Lake, with crappie 
on the slow side. Plenty of sunfish and bluegill available though. 


PG&E stream scouts in the SierTas report the fishm gis pretty 
slow in the mountain streams. The hot weather and low water 
make the trout wary little critters. 
The Stanislaus and Tuolomne Rivers are worth trying and the 
Feather River, on the North Fork above Lake Almanor, has been 
doing pretty well. 
Superior Court Judge Richard C. Kirkpatrick, of San Luis 
Obispo, has ruled here is a public right to fish in Whale Rock 
Reservoir, and ordered attorneys for the various interests in the 
long-running dispute to meet in nis office Aug. 1, tp determine who 
will be responsible for planning and implementing a fishing 
program. 
Whale Rock is a water supply reservoir serving San Luis Obispo, 
the California Men’s Colony and Cal Poly University, located five 
miles north of Morro 
Bay. 
A reminder that the early deer hunting season and the tree squir­ 
rel seasons, the latter in Marin, Napa, Solano and a portion of Lake 
Counties open August 2. 
Hunter safety training is required of all first-time buyers of 
hunting licenses, regardless of age. On completion of the course 
the applicant receives a certificate of competence, which he must 
present when applying to buy a license. 


Anyone applying for a license must provide either (1) proof that 
he has held a California license for a previous year, or (2) a hunter 
safety certificate of competence from California, another state, or 
a Canadian province.

Growing power 


Once again the nation 
b r e a th e s 
e a s ie r 
as 
a 
nationwide strike affecting es­ 
sential services to the citizens 
is averted. 
The U.S. Postal Service and 
the unions involved with the 
postal carriers and others 
reached a tentative agreement 
yesterday which appears to be 
headed toward a permanent 
agreement involving wages 
and other conditions. 
Details of the agreement are 
not thoroughly specified but 
one thing is for sure, postal 
rates will go up to satisfy the 
demands. 
We are greatly concerned 


with the growing demands of 
the public employe unions. 
There is an ever increasing de­ 
mand for the control of our 
lives and taxes by such union 
bosses. 
New York City is a prime 
example. As the New York 
Times recently pointed out: 
“The city is staggering out of 
its budget crunch with one 
thing clear: New York is 
working for its unionized civil 
service workers, not vice ver­ 
sa.” 
Hardly a day has passed in 
recent months without a wire 
story dealing with a public 
employe work stoppage, “blue 


flu,” or “slowdowns.” Work 
stoppages by public-service 
employes are in most cases in­ 
defensible. 
Police strikes, 
“blue flu” or otherwise, are 
potentially disastrous. At 
worst, they can wreck a city. 
Big city mayors have stated 
recently at their meeting in 
Boston that they rate the 
growing power and pushiness 
of the public-employe union as 
one of the great problems they 
face. 
Some strong legislation is 
needed to fairly deal with this 
growing threat otherwise not 
only will major cities be in 
trouble, but all of us.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
March with a leader 
Success without trying 


WASHINGTON - The dictionary 
defines serendipity as "an aptitude for 
making desirable discoveries by ac­ 
cident.” It may not be accidental, but the 
Ford White House is making those dis­ 
coveries every day as they put a non­ 
elected President in an ever stronger 
position to win 
a full four-year term 
on his own in 1976. 
So much about the 
Ford record is ac­ 
c id e n ta l th a t the 
President qualifies in 
the currency first 
eiven the word by 
Horace Walope to be 
th e 
p re -e m in e n t 
Prince of Serendip. 
At the same time, 
however, Ford and his 
close associates have 
shown a shrewd knack 
for exploiting those 
accidents. 
It is, above all, a knowledge of how to 
succeed without really trying. This is 
based on a realization that the country 
wants peace and quiet after years of tur­ 
moil and dissension. In this perspective 
the man from Grand Rapids is not so 
much a Harry Truman as a Calvin 
Coolidge. 
If the voters were to go to the polls to­ 
day, Ford would defeat any visible 
Democratic candidate, in my opinion. 
But to maintain that happy margin for 
the next 16 months means that Korea and 
the Middle East must be quiet. It means 
that the economy must steadily — if sl­ 
owly — improve. 


That is a lot to ask, but it can happen if 
we slip gradually into what was once cal­ 
led normalcy. 
Ford and those around him are succes­ 
sfully de-fanging the right wing of his 
party. The stellar actor on the right, 
Ronald Reagan, will not get into the 
race. I say this out of a conviction that he 
lacks the courage and the drive to enter 
an all-out contest with the incumbent. He 
is traipsing around the country selling 
his own curiously dated brand of conser­ 
vatism and promoting his radio program 
and newspaper column. 
But knowledgeable as Reagan is to 
trends of opinion, he cannot help knowing 
that his role is limited to that of sniper in 
the underbrush. One reason is the 
reported doubts of his big-money 
backers in Southern California about 
coining through with the many many 
millions that a full-scale primary contest 
would take. 
In Ford’s low-key official announce­ 
ment, the massive presence of David 
Packard as finance chairman spoke 
louder than words. In his confirmation 
hearings to be Deputy Secretary of 
Defense, Packard put his net worth at 
9400 million, most of it in stock of 
Hewlett Packard which he helped to 
found. This makes him, in both quantity 
and auality, far above the rich Southern 
Californians who have bankrolled 
Reagan. 
But if he has neutralized the conser­ 
vative wing of his party, Ford has of­ 
fered little to the left of center. His con­ 
cessions have been almost all in the con­ 
servative direction. True enough, say the 
conservative doubters, but what about 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller? 
That is a complication made evident 
when the President’s campaign 
manager, Howard H. Calloway, told 
reporters the newly created organization 
will do nothing to help the Vice Presi­ 
dent. 


Calloway, a conservative Georgian, 
said he was not going to alienatepersons 
who don’t want Rockefeller. The Vice 


Présidait has himself said that no one 
ever runs for that office and he unders­ 
tands the President’s posture. 
Nevertheless, it is an anomalous posi­ 
tion. In a recent interview with this 
reporter, Ford reiterated his “full sup­ 
port” for the man he chose for the No. 2 
spot. He described Rockefeller as a 
moderate and an activist whose fate in 
*76 would be decided after he himself 
was nominated by the convention. 
“People who allege today that he is a 
liberal, I don’t think have carefully 
studied his record,” the President said. 
That word “allege” has a curious con­ 
notation, as thoutfi a touch of criminality 
was at stake in being literal. For many 
Republicans such as Senators Percy and

M athias, to take two exam ples, 
liberalism means more than rhetoric. 
It means activism rather than a pas­ 
sive acceptance of a mass of the un­ 
employed. It means standing firm for 
pollution control and conservation 
against the assault of those who would 
scrap it to let industry have its way. 
This is perhaps the weakness of Ford’s 
position, however strong it may seem at 
the moment. It would take veiy little sl­ 
ippage in the present gradual economic 
upturn to accentuate the passivity and 
the restraints on any strong action to br­ 
ing unemployment back to a more or less 
acceptable rate of 4 to 6 per cent. And 
that would weaken his careful stance in 
the middle of the political spectrum. 


Not awake 


I am not awake. Nor can I announce 
with confidence that I have ever been 
awake, even once. 
Now I am 31 years old and my con­ 
sciousness has been stuck that long in a 
half-awake, half-slumber state. This is a 
disappointment naturally because as 
children we are so much as told that 
wisdom comes with age, and to me it 
only makes sense to conclude that wise 
men are alert men. 
Still, I am not any more awake now 
than I was at the beginning. 
Very early I looked for the teacher who 
would know how to shake-off this 
lethargy. In a hurry I was to experience 
complete, unabiding awareness. 
First, I tried to approach my father for 
help. But was it his fault he did not have 
the time to walk slowly beside the river 
of life and impart stirring rite of passage 
information from father to son? 
Growing-up insecure in poverty and in 
1930s’ depression, he never learned to 
take the time to stop and question the 
validity of living under the present 
system. He learned to work two jobs 
simultaneously, learned to work like a 
drone in a corporate state. 
Consequently, I had to seek a manner 
of waking elsewhere: for even my 
mother worked two jobs, one in the home 
and the other at a five and dime. 
Certified teachers in public schools 
were sandmen. They confided about 
history and civics and they revealed that

the colon of a male human being is five 
feet long and the stomach can hold eight 
to 12 pints of matter. 
Such facts only submerge one into 
deeper repose. It was the teacher’s pitch 
of a blackboard eraser that raised my 
eyelids and left me with the only 
recourse of studying the branches out­ 
side the classroom hold the day in silent, 
eloquent gestures. 
Organized religion was a type of 
guaranteed sleep m attress with its 
Christian ethics which dictate that life 
on earth is a cruel form of purgatory and 
real joy and meaningful existence begins 
after death, should y¿u be lucky. There is 
no real beauty, we are told, in mother 
nature, human nature, or the stars; they 
are all merely props.

So a man does what he can do in a 
civilized society to wake himself up. He 
tries one advertised eye-opening ex­ 
perience after another. 
He shoots pool, makes love, soldiers, 
worships Robert Frost, smokes, votes, 
earns college degrees, exceeds speed 
limits, or whatever. 
The closest I came to fully waking up 
was when, after I scolded a four-year- 
old, she turned to her mother and said, 
“Mommy, I only want to help people.” 
It was more than a few minutes later 
that a familiar drowsiness covered me 
like a white, hypnotic fog. 


My m eeting with U nited Farm 
Workers’ Cesar Chavez Saturday was 
not dramatic. And one could hardly call 
it a meeting, although we talked as best 
we could above the roar of traffic on 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road. 
The whole meeting 
was over in the space 
of time it took us to 
walk about 250 yards, 
he, walking lightly on 
the asphalt shoulder of 
the road and I, stumbl­ 
ing somewhat through 
the loose gravel that 
bordered the shoulder. 
A head of u s, in 
single file walked a farm worker, carry­ 
ing a white banner with a gold and white 
religious figure, an old woman carrying 
a tattered UFW flag on a standard and 
Marc Grossman, a Chavez aide who 
seemed to be in charge of everything. 
And there were a couple of others. 
Behind us, a well organized line of 
about 100 farm workers and sym­ 
pathizers including men, women and 
children, and some young adults who 
wore jackets emblazoned with the logo, 
United Steelworkers of America. 
This was the way it was a third of the 
way through the 1,000 miles Chavez says 
he’ll walk to carry the UFW message to 
the field workers. Some of the young 
adults told me they had been on the 
march since the San Ysidro beginning on 
July 1 and would stick with it until it ends 
in Delano, south of Fresno. 
But Saturday, the march was headed 
for Santa Maria, past Vandenberg’s 
Main Gate in the bright sun and north 
along that curve of Vandenberg Road 
toward the first hill. Wind tore at the 
religious banner and cracked the UFW 
flag. 
The conversation began with me walk­ 
ing just a little ahead of Chavez who was 
flanked by Grossman on his right and 
another aide on his left. “You can walk 
here,” Chavez said pointing to his side 
and Grossman walked ahead to make 
room for me. After that it was touch and 
go with our voices drowned out at times 
by the roar of cars and trucks a few feet 
away. Keeping a small microphone 
positioned precisely in front of Chavez’ 
face for best recording while we both 
walked was the principal challenge. Try­ 
ing to think under those circumstances 
was another. Ringing in my ears was 
Grossman’s cryptic command of a few 
minutes earlier to, “Keep it short.” 
Chavez told me the march was going 
well. He said there weren’t many farm 
workers in the Lompoc area, but said, 
“we’ve been in Santa Maria for years 
and have a substantial following there.” 


The big test will come after that 
August date when the new farm labor act 
becomes law, Chavez said. After that, 
workers can petition for an election to 
determine the union they want to repre­ 
sent them - the UFW or the Teamsters. 


Chavez said he was confident that 
most of the farm workers would vote for 
the UFW and not many for the 
Teamsters, and he concluded, “in some 
areas, the field workers will vote for D9 
union at all.” 
Not much of an interview with one of 
the most charismatic labor figures of our 
time, but that’s the way it goes. Chavez 
came off, warm, outgoing, deeply reflec­ 
tive and incisive in his comments. No 
word and no motion was wasted. When I 
spoke to him, he listened intently. When 
he spoke his eyes twinkled and his 
bronzed, deeply lined face became 
animated. 


I had waited more than an hour to get 
to him and when it finally came I was 
disappointed that we weren’t going to sit 
down together. 


One delay followed another as more 
thaif 100 marchers sat in cars or along 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road, all waiting im­ 
patiently for the march to resume. It 
was a noon break, approximately four 


hours after the march began in Lompoc 
th at m orning, and ju st short of 
Vandenberg's Main Gate. 
Chavez was resting, Grossman said, as 
he met me at the entrance to the large 
bus that was fitted with living quarters. I 
had started 
to step into the bus, but 
found my way blocked by a man who was 
obviously stationed to prevent Chavez 
from being disturbed. 
At one point, G rossm an, half 
apologized as the projected departure 
time came and went. “We’re administer­ 
ing to him now,’’ he said, nodding toward 
the interior of the bus. Finally, there was 
a murmur of voices at the entrance to 
the bus. Marchers crowded closer. That 
was the signal that Chavez was coming 
out. When he appeared. I reached my 
hand forward to clutch his and asked

him, "How’s the march going?” “Fine,” 
he replied. Then Grossman had me by 
the arm. “He’s going to greet a few 
people,” he said, “Then he’ll form the 
line of march and you can walk along 
side and talk with him.” Earlier, Gros­ 
sman told me that Chavez was exhausted 
from three weeks of walking and that his 
back was ailing. “It’s an effort for him to 
concentrate on putting one foot ahead of 
the other on the road,” Grossman ex­ 
plained, “And to add conversation and 
the need to answer questions makes it 
difficult.” 


Chavez did indeed organize everyone 
in a long single file. Then before anyone 
moved, Chavez walked to the front of the 
column and straightened out the 
religious banner. 


Cancer and fluoridation 


Startling evidence that fluoridated 
water is responsible for a sharp upsurge 
of cancer deaths across the nation may 
be the death knell to legislative attempts 
to compel fluoridation of all public water 
supplies in the state. 
This treatment of water has been ad­ 
vanced as a means of preventing dental 
decay in children. The highly controver­ 
sial measure, SB 211 authored by Senator 
Anthony Beilenson, momentarily lies 
dormant in the Senate Finance commit­ 
tee where it could surface at any time 
during the two-year session. Despite 
evidence of health p erils from 
fluoridated water, and despite repeated 
v o ter re je c tio n s of flu o rid atio n 
proposals, Beilenson won approval of his 
bill from the Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee. 
The vigorous opposition challenged the 
contentions that such treatment was 
beneficial in tooth decay prevention, re­ 
jected claims that safe levels of ar­ 
tificial fluoride in water systems could 
be maintained with certainty, charged 
that fluoride is demonstrably harmful to 
many people, expressed repulsion to 
mass medication, and demanded their 
constitutional rights to freedom of 
choice. 
Other opposition by-passed emotional 
issues and zeroed in on the costs which 
will be the primary concern of the Senate 
Finance group. This has been estimated 
at $31 million for the first five years. 
Citing the fact that water authorities 
figure average daily usage at 250 gal­ 
lons per customer of which not more 
than a quart is consumed by the average 
citizen, critics say the proposed treat­ 
ment method is nonsensically wasteful. 
“Less than one-tenth of one per cent of 
all the water used is for drinking,” they 
state. “LesS’than one-tenth of that would 
be used by the children the treatment is 
intended to help. For $6.50 anyone can 
buy enough fluoride tablets to doctor 
their own water for three years. This is 
less than 
a cent a day. If the state 
purchased the fluoride tablets en mass 
every child in the state could be provided 
the tablets free at a fraction of that. Yet, 
under the Beilenson bill over $6 million 
would be spent annually to do the same 
job.” 
The latest developments in the 
fluoridation battle may make the cost 
arguments moot. For only last month 
statistical evidence was placed before 
the State Board of Medical Examiners 
showing at least 25,000 cancer deaths an­ 
nually are the result of artificially 
fluoridated water. 
This was disclosed by Dr. Dean Burk, 
former chief chemist for the National 
Cancer Institute. He said his studies, 
correlated with Dr. John Yiamouyanis, 
science director for the National Health 
Federation, revealed higher cancer 
death rate in every urban fluoridated 
city than those in the unfluoridated 


cities. 
“San Francisco,” fluoridated 
since 1952, “stood out like a house 
afire,” he said, pointing to a cancer 
death rate 22 per cent higher than the 
national average. The disease attacks 
the mouth and tongue, esophagus, in­ 
testine, kidneys, bladder, breasts 
ovaries and Fallopian tube. 


That even 
if the scare of cancer 
doesn’t stop the Beilenson bill new 
federal laws will was indicated by Dr. 
Burk in response to the question as to 
whether he concluded fluoridation should 
cease. “No,” he replied, “I don’t have 
to. The government has written a law 
that states if ever any material is found 
to produce cancer in man or animal it 
can no longer be added to the food or 
drink of man.” 


While his reference was to the Delaney 
amendment to the Food and Drug Act, it 
is also significant that the Safe Drinking 
Water Act signed into law last December 
prohibits the addition to water of any 
substance for preventive health care by 
federal regulation. That provision may 
well block the Beilenson bill for it also 
provides that state laws must be “no less 
stringent than such regulations.”
